THE MADHYA PRADESH MOTORYAN KARADHAN 
(SECOND AMENDMENT) ACT, 1993 

No. 13 of 1993 

Enacted by the President in the Forty-fourth Year of the Republic 

of India. 

An Act further to amend the Madhya Pradesh Motoryan Karadha n 

Adhiniyam, 1991. 

In exercise of the power conferred by section 3 of the Madhya Pradesh 
State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1993, the President is plea* 
sed to enact as follows:— 

L (1) This Act may be called the Madhya Pradesh Motoryan Kara- Short

2. In item V of the First Schedule to the Madhya Pradesh Motoryan Amend- 
Karadhan Adhiniyam, 1991,— ment of 

First 

(i) in sub-item (b), for the letters, figures and words “Rsl 1500 Schedule, 
per vehicle”, the letters, figures and words “Rs. 5000 per vehicle” 
shall be substituted; 
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(it) in sub-item (c), for the figures and words “1/2 of the rate”, 
the words “eighty-five per cent, of the rate” shall be substituted.

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Reasons for the enactment 

The Madhya Pradesh Motoryan Karadhan Adhiniyam, 1991 provide# 
for the levy of motor vehicle tax of Rs. 1500 per annum on a goods 
carriage covered by a National Permit granted by another State and autho¬ 
rise them to ply in Madhya Pradesh. The Transport Development Coun¬ 
cil in its 23rd meeting has unanimously resolved to revise th e aforesaid 
tax. 


2. In addition, a National Permit goods vehicle of other State is also 

required to pay toll at, the rate of Rs. 100 at the time of each entry into 
the State. It has now been decided to abolish levy of the toll and to in¬ 
crease the rate of motor vehicles tax on such vehicles to Rs. 5,000 per 
annum. The rate of motor vehicle tax payable by countersigned permit 
goods vehicle is also being raised for the same reason. 

3. The President issued a Proclamation on the 15th December, 1992 
under article 356 of the Constitution, in relation to the State of Madhya 
Pradesh, declaring, inter alia, that the powers of the Legislature of the 
State shall be exercisable by or under the authority of Parliament and 
the Parliament has, under article 357(1) (a) of the Constitution, «onferred 
on the President, the powers of the Legislature of the State to make laws 
vide the Madhya Pradesh State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 
1983. 

4. Under the proviso to sub-section (2) of section 3 of the Madhya 
Pradesh State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) Act, 1993, the President 
shall, before enacting any President's Act, whenever he considers It prac¬ 
ticable to do so, consult a Committee constituted for the purpose, consist¬ 
ing of the Members of both the Houses of Parliament In view of the 
urgency of the matter, it is not practicable to consult tile Consultative 
Committee on Madhya Pradesh Legislation constituted under the said 
Act. This Bill is accordingly, being enacted without reference to the 
Committee-
